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Be Prepared\ 
Johnson 
For America

W ASHINGTON— (ZP)— Secretary 
of Defense Johnson calls in his 
In st annual report for America to 
stay powerful and alert until in­ 
ternational cooperation “is accept­ 
ed by the adversaries w ho are now 
doing their utmost to destroy it.” 
He coupled this call, in the re­ 
port issued last 
night, 
with 
a 
warning that his country could be 
attacked “from the opposite hem ­ 
isphere without w arning and with 
unpredictable fury .” 
Johnson noted that Russia now 
has the atomic explosion secret. 
But he also expressed his belief 
that “the threat of w a r has dim in­ 
ished as our strength has increas­ 
ed.” 
He asserted this strength as the 
most formidable since the height 
of our military power 
in 
1945. 
Elsewhere he term ed the readiness 
of our armed forces and our mili­ 
tary potential “greater today than 
in any previous peacetime period 
in our nation’s history.” 
Cooperation Improved 
Johnson urged, at another point, 
positive action “ to prevent piece­ 
meal aggressions, which unoppos­ 
ed, might lead to another world 
w ar.” 
Johnson 
gave 
arm ed services 
unification 
some 
of 
the 
credit 
for 
America’s 
current 
military 
strength. He also stressed defense 
cooperation in U. S. world strategy 
with the state departm ent, 
with 
which he has been reported al odds 
on occasions. 
But Johnson’s heaviest accent 
on power was slanted toward sci­ 
entific developments. 
In 
high­ 
lighting some hitherto secret work 
he said the United States 
must 
consider “every w eapon and com­ 
bination of weapons which might 
be used against it.” 
He specifically noted work done 
by the military to give the coun­ 
try adequate defenses and counter­ 
measures against biological, radio­ 
logical and chemical w arfare “in 
new and insidious forms.” 
Johnson reported evidence that 
“ indicates that other nations have 
experimented w ith new and un­ 
tried forms of toxic (poison) chem ­ 
ical warfare.” 
Arctic Forces Increased 
Reports of the services depart­ 
ments noted advances made in se­ 
curing the United States position 
in Alaska and the Arctic regions.

Fleisher Goes 


lo (J. S. Prison 


Detroit Mobster Has 
Long Term Ahead 


DETROIT—(ZP,)—Mobster Harry 
Fleisher will begin his probable 
lifetime stay in prisons at Leaven­ 
worth penitentiary. 
The federal director of prisons 
has ordered Fleisher taken to the 
Kansas prison. 
The transfer is 
expected shortly. 
Fleisher was sentenced yester­ 
day to five years in prison by 
Federal Judge Theodore Levin. 
He nad pleaded guilty to a fugi­ 
tive charge. 
The dapper, 46-year-old former 
Purple Gang leader is under sen­ 
tence of 2 to 50 years in Michigan 
prisons on two counts.

Selik, is stir at large. 
Even with maximum time off 
for good behavior, the bleak-eyed 
thug would be 69 years old before 
he could complete serving the 
three sentences against him.

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Many Cities Faced 
With Water Problem 
WRITING in the February issue of the 
American magazine. Secretary of the 
Interior Oscar L. Chapman directs atten­ 
tion to the w ater supply of communities 
throughout the nation in an article entitled, 
“ Will There Be Enough Water For You?” 
The cabinet officer emphasizes that New 
York’s water shortage is not an isolated 
case and that a great many communities in 
the United States are confronted with seri­ 
ous water problems. 
Decreased 
rainfall, 
combined with sharply increased per cap­ 
ita usage of water, 
is creating a serious 
problem for hundreds of communities. 
In 
concluding 
his 
article. 
Secretary 
Chapman offered this advice: “If you want 
continued progress and prosperity, find out 
now what your water situation will be ten 
years from now.” 
The advice is good and for Escanabans, 
it is extremely pertinent. Escanaba’s wa­ 
ter problem is not one of the future. It is 
here now, but in solving the water problem 
provisions muf-t be made not simply for 
present needs nor, for that matter, for the 
needs of 1960 but rather for many years 
beyond that.” 
Unlike thousands of less fortunate com­ 
munities, 
Escanaba 
can solve its water j 
problem without grave concern for under­ 
ground water supplies, which are diminish­ 
ing. Vie have the inexhaustible supplies of 
the Great Lakes at our doorsteps, the larg­ 
est body of potable water in all the world. 
Our water supply, in fact, can become one 
cf our greatest assets in the community’s 
program for industrial and civic expan­ 
sion. 
It is important that Escanaba residents 
fully understand this. Escanaba voters soon 
will be called upon to vote upon a bond 
issue to obtain funds to construct a new 
w ater filtration plant. There is danger, real 
danger, that the bond election will be con­ 
fused in a mire of petty and comparatively 
inconsequential side-issues. Such a situa­ 
tion could be disastrous for the communi­ 
ty if it resulted in a rejection by the voters 
of the only reliable, safe and completely 
adequate solution to the city’s w ater prob­ 
lem.

N Portland, Oregon, 
was charged with 
i tires. Both major newspapers missed the 
; original story but each carried accounts of 
the case when the National Labor Rela­ 
tions Board handed down its decision. 
One paper, however, dealt with the m at­ 
ter more fully and displayed it more prom- (Tiers 
inentlv than the other. In return for that 
job of honest and complete reporting, the 
first paper was penalized by the depart­ 
ment store's sharply curtailing its ads in 
the publication. 
This punitive action has been costing the 
paper about $3,000 a week in revenue and 
has compelled it to lay off printers. Ap­ 
parently the store’s officials do not under­ 
stand the meaning of a free press. 
That being the case, the paper is better 
off without its ads. 
But it behooves the 
more enlightened members of the Portland 
business community to rally to the aid of 
the affected newspaper. Men’s jobs are in­ 
volved. But of greater consequence is the 
principle at stake. 
No responsible news­ 
paper can allow a store or any industry or 
a labor union or a government official or 
anybody else to tell it what it shall print. 
When it does permit that it is not free.

in Michigan and many 
other states are finding that they can 
ive considerable money in unemployment 
impensation taxes by checking on claims 
led by former employes. As a result nu- 
erous cases of fraudulent 
claims 
have 
:en discovered. The Ford Motor company, 
r instance, analyzed 6.762 compensation 
lyments to claimants once on its payroll 
found that 1677 had been paid benefits 
r weeks in which they 
actually 
had 
orked for Ford. 
In Michigan, the Unemployment Com- 
msation commission regulations are de­ 
igned to encourage employers to 
help 
leek on fraudulent claims. This is done by 
cessing a 477 penalty tax against cm* 
lovers with unusually 
high 
employe 
irnover and by 
sending 
to 
employers 
iplicate 
copies 
of 
claimants’ 
benefit 
leeks. Thus, the companies know immedi- 
ely who is having 
benefits 
charged 
;ainst 
the 
employers’ 
unemployment 
:count. 
Nevertheless, fraudulent claims still are 
.sting employers many millions of dol­ 
es a year. The policing responsibility is 
a large extent placed upon the employ­ 
's who foot the bill and not all of them 
e checking the claims as carefully as 
lev should. 
The trend towards closer investigations 
’ unemployment compensation claims is 
jod for the system as a whole and not 
mply for the employers. It will tend to 
abilize the labor situation by discouraging 
ie chiseler who likes to live on an un- 
nplovment 
compensation 
check 
rather 
lan work. Further, it provides a greater 
icasuie of assurance that funds wk I be 
callable for those who rightfully are en- 
tled to benefits when they ore laid oil 
irough no fault of their own.

WASHINGTON — No political organiza­ 
tion in many years has stirred as much 
dust as has Americans for Democratic Ac­ 
tion. One proof of this is 
that 
several 
prominent 
Republicans 
have 
said 
that what their party now 
needs is something 
like 
this political spark plug. 
The Republicans are as­ 
suming 
that 
ADA 
is 
merely one wing—the la­ 
bor-liberal-left 
wing—of 
the 
Democratic 
party.

CHILDS 
deeply disturbing to many 
members of ADA and some of the leaders 
who like to think that they are not hitched 
to any party but ore a free force in behalf 
of causes and ideas. 
Just now ADA is holding the annual 
series of Roosevelt memorial dinners in 
IG cities. The announced theme of the din- 
is ‘'Freedom of Inquiry in a Free 
Society.” But there also will be some prac­ 
ticed politicking both in the speeches and 
in the conferences before and after the of­ 
ficial meetings. 


“GOVERNMENT IN EXILE” 
As one of the ablest and most fair-m ind­ 
ed men in the organization put it, “We’ve 
been almost too successful in the field of 
practical politics.” 
He meant, of course, 
that so many prominent ADAers have been 
elected to high office as Democrats that 
ADA has in state after state become in­ 
distinguishable from the Democratic m a­ 
chine. 
This brash young organization was not 
always so successful. Given its initial start 
by a group of New Dealers out of office in 
the early and conservative phase of P resi­ 
dent Truman’s administration, it was de­ 
scribed by Elmer Davis as “a government 
in exile.” 
During 
the 
Democratic convention of 
1948 in Philadelphia ADA looked rather 
ludicrous. Conspicuous ADAers were loud­ 
ly and publicly demanding that Truman 
be replaced by General Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower as the party’s candidate, nd when 
Eisenhower said no, they turned to Justice 
William O. Douglas who had rather less 
chance of getting the nomination than the 
general. 
But 
at 
that same convention Hubert 
Humphrey, now senator from 
Minnesota 
and national chairman of ADA, forced the 
issue of civil rights to a floor fight. 
The 
deep south walked out. Many believe, how ­ 
ever, that this unequivocal stand held the 
Negro vote and that vote may have been 
decisive in key states. 
In the ’48 campaign ADA played an im ­ 
portant role. It was a counter to Henry 
Wallace’s 
Progressive party. 
Anti-Com­ 
munist yet ardent in support of all of T ru ­ 
m an’s Fair Deal program, ADA appealed 
to the independent, left-of-center voter. 
The latest victory to which ADA con­ 
tributed was that of Richardson Dilworth 
in Philadelphia. Dilworth, a member of 
ADA’s national board and head 
of 
the 
Philadelphia chapter, helped 
to 
breathe 
new and vigorous life into the moribund 
Democratic organization. 
Last November 
he was elected treasurer, one of his allies 
capturing another important municipal of­ 
fice. Partly, of course, this was thanks to 
charges of corruption in the Republican 
organization long entrenched in 
Phila­ 
delphia’s city hall. 
Now Dilworth would like to go on with 
hi? crusade to higher office and naturally 
the vehicle is the Democratic party. 
But 
m any of his followers in ADA are said to 
be unhappy at having ADA become merely 
a Democratic wheel. 
BOWLES ADA LEADER 
A somewhat similar situation exists in 
Connecticut. Gov. Chester Bowles of that 
state is an ADA national vice chairman 
and at one time considered accepting the 
top position. But today Bowles is deep in 
the Democratic organization with an am ­ 
bitious prospect before him. 
In the argument over whether ADA is 
or is not a Democratic cog, ADAers on the 
defensive say, “Yes, but look what hap­ 
pens when we try to work with Republi­ 
cans.” They cite the example of Newbold 
Morris’ unsuccessful campaign for mayor in 
New York. Morris, a Republican, ran with 
the backing of the liberal party and ADA, 
both organizations 
denouncing 
Maayor 
O’Dwyer’s Tammany connections. 
But Morris received fewer votes in New 
York City than John Foster Dulles, who 
was running for the senate as an ultra­ 
conservative, anti-me-too Republican. ADA 
i believes that Morris’ own party knifed him 
because of his liberal support.

A Red Herring? 


Jan. 29, 1950 
Alger Hiss, one of the favorite 
sons of the Roosevelt - Truman 
Administration was convicted as 
a liar who betrayed his Country. 
The charge against Hiss was per­ 
jury on two counts—the first was 
swearing falsely to a grand jury 
in December, 1948, when he den­ 
ied charges that he stole State 
Department documents for Rus­ 
sia, the second his denial of hav­ 
ing seen Whittaker Chambers, the 
confessed Soviet spy, after J a n ­ 
uary I, 1937 
In my opinion the conviction 
of Alger Hiss is only a small part 
of the cleanup which is urgently 
needed to rid our Country from 
subversives. 
This trial and con­ 
viction should remind us all that 
our security is being threatened 
daily by subversive forces within 
our boundaries and, yes, within 
the executive and Judicial De­ 
partments of Government itself. 
It is shocking to 
realize 
that 
Hiss started his government car­ 
eer 17 years ago, when he served 
under Henry Wallace in tho De­ 
partment of 
Agriculture 
during 
which time he also became asso­ 
ciated with the Communists. 
In 
1936, he was transferred to 
the 
Department of State 
and 
from 
1944 to 1946 Hiss headed the De- 
jw tm ent’s Office of Special Poli­ 
tical Affairs and also was consul­ 
tant and assistant to the late Pre­ 
sident Roosevelt during the con­ 
ferences at Tehran and Yalta. 
, 
It was disgusting to many of 
us to see Justice Frankfurter of 
the Supremo Court come to the 
defense of Hiss during his first 
trial, which as you recall ended 
in a jury deadlock. 
Our present 
Secretary of State, Dean Acheson, 
also was and still is on Hiss’ side. 
Both these high government offi­ 
cials certainly were in a position 
to have intimate knowledge re­ 
garding him. 
The American people now can 
decide whether the President was 
being honest or just political in 
branding 
investigations 
of 
this 
kind as hysteria and a red her­ 
ring. 
My hat is off to Senator 
Mundt and Representative Rich­ 
ard Nixon 
who 
almost 
single­ 
handed forced the Administration 
to bring Hiss ease to trial, a trial 
winch resulted in the conviction 
of Hiss and his being sentenced to 
five years in a Federal penitenti­ 
ary.

WASHINGTON—Before President T ru­ 
man cut loose against tax evaders in his 
message to congress he got some rugged 
pointers from Representa­

Dingell

Michigan. 
“The costliest ‘economy* 
move ever made by con­ 
gress was when it lopped 
7,000 
internal 
revenue 
agents off the payroll two 
years ago,” Dingell told 
the president. “This was 
an open invitation to dis­ 
honest taxpayers to cheat 
the government. 
“We saved $20,000,000 by that cut, but 
it cost the government about $600,000,000 
in uncollected taxes. 
In other words, for 
every dollar saved by the penny-pinchers 
in congress we lost $30 in tax frauds.” 
Dingell 
added 
that most of the dis­ 
charged agents have been rehired, “but we 
are still paying for the mistake.” As a re­ 
sult of the cut, he said, some 300,000 cases 
of tax frauds, many of which were close lo 
completion, had to be dropped or pigeon­ 
holed by the internal revenue bureau.

NEW YORK—It seems a resolu­ 
tion to peek into the FBI’s w ire­ 
tap activities will soon dump an­ 
other investigation onto Congress’ 
brimming lap, w ire-tapping with­ 
out special legal dispensation be­ 
ing against the law.

Gen. is part of justice structure, as 
is FBI, and this is more or less 
lik£ getting permission from your­ 
self.

doubt the G-men 
were able to drop a net on several 
Commies by use of the tap. Even 
though the evidence is not admis­ 
sible in Federal court, the boys got 
leads that allowed them to dig up 
stuff that is admissible in court. It 
was certainly an invasion of the 
suspect’s privacy and so now you 
have to argue about what individ­ 
uals have what privacy and the 
constitution answers “Everybody.”

argue back, out 
loud, “suppose the people involved 
are

and traitors, working 
lustily against the welfare of ev­ 
erybody else? Are they entitled to 
privacy? Is a gunman entitled to 
privacy? Is a Russian spy entitled 
to privacy7 Is a mad dog entitled 
to nrivncy?”

The above picture is an engineer’s sketch of a proposed bridge across the Straits of Mxickinuc. A bridge, sim ilar to this structure, w ill 
bring an end to 16-mile lineups of automobiles at the Straits during rush periods, and will open the door to countless thousands more visitors, 
more trade and com m erce to the Northern Peninsula, and will help m ake M ichigan one state. This sketch, drawn several years ago, may not 
exactly resemble the new bridge when it is completed. It is expected to cost more than double the cost indicated in the table below the picture 
of the series of spans. However, this sketch is based on actual engineering data, and some of the study which went into this drawing will he 
utilized in planning for the new bridge.

A lthough ditierent in number, 
there was but one train that oper­ 
ated daily between Escanaba and 
Iron River. The equipment was a 
steam locomotive with a coach and 
baggage car. 
Under a fuel conservation order 
of the Interstate Commerce Com ­ 
m ission, the train was w ithdraw n 
from service about two weeks ago 
as p a n of a national program to 
conserve critically short coal sup­ 
plies. 
When service will be resumed 
by 
Trains 
No. 9 and 14 between 
Powers and Iron River, as ordered 
b r 
the 
Michigan Public Service 
commission, is dependent upon the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
It is assumed that service w ill be 
restored 
when the national fuel 
shortage ends. 
Hearings on the application of 
the C&NW to discontinue the train 
w ere held Aug. 30 in Escanaba and 
Oct. 12 in Iron Mountain. 
In its order the state Public Ser­ 
vice commission held that opera­ 
tion of the train between Powers 
and 
Iron 
River Is required as a 
matter of public convenience and 
necessity; 
but

convenience 
and necessity does not require op­ 
eration of the train between Pow ­ 
ers and Escanaba. 
The commission further ordered 
that the Pow ers-Iron River train
